A telogram from the Kung taotei at Port 
Author, received by the commandant at 
Woi-Hsi-Wei, positively accuses the com- 
mandar of the Chen Yuen with taking flight 
with his vessel at the battle at the first 
sight of the enemy's smioke. Admiral, 
‘Ting, who remains st Port Arthur, hag 
also telegraphed to Wei-Hai-Wei, making 
grave charges against some of hia officers. 
The admiral declaras that ‘the Ping Yuen, 
the Kwang Ting and the Chin Chung, 
together with our torpedo boats were ap 
the Yalu river when the battle commenced. 
There they remained nntil all the fightin: 
was over. They thon snoaked out aod 
made for Port Arthur.’ 
torpedo boats are said to be atill missing. 

A dispatch from Simla to the Times 
saye that the English papere there urge 
the rush of troops fram India to Hong- 
kong and other treaty ports, as letters 
have been received reporting a dangerous

Coptain Lang, a former dircator in the 
Chinese navy aed supervisor of the erec- 
tion of many Chiness forts, said to-day in 
au interview in regard to the Chiness 
reveraes that the inherent conservatism 
end apathy concerning everything outside 
of China and the want of esprit du corps 
have had their natural results, Asa matter 
of fact the Chinese never expected to have 
to fight, and their supreme contempt for 
Japan is a predominant trait wilh thom. 
Their seamen. ere as brave es could bo 
wished, but they have not the slightest 
patriotism. Their ollicers are regardless 
of almost evarything but personal advant- 
ago, and have alwaya wanted to avade drill 
and remain ashore, They have hated 
Baropoang end European ideas and are 
inanfferably obstinate und concelted, Thero 
are admitted exeoptiona to thla rale, how- 
ever, especially inthe cago of Admiral Ting, 
‘who is a conspicnoudy brava aud capable 
officer, whose lead could aafely ba followed 
anywhere. I cannot cnderstaud tho alleged 
auperiority of the Japanese quick-tiring 
guus. The four vessdls of the Ching Fucn 
clasa were admirably equipped, and I am 
not dispossd, ia the light of the present 
information, to give the Japanese tho 
oredit they claim. 


Captein Lang ascribed the defeat of the 
Chinese, if they had beon defeated, to the 
fact of their having lapsed from their high 
atandard of efficiency since 1890. The only
